What a 
Girl Did

When I went to work for Fanner 
Grlmshaw ut the beginning of the har­ 
vesting there were three other hands 
em ploy tnl by him. 
We took our meals

at not being obliged to sleep with an 
other, for I didn’t like any of the 
hands, and one of them looked ta me 
like a jailbird.

when I dressed. 
I noticed as I went 
out to work that my shoos didn't feel 
easy on my feet, but thought very lit 
tie about it. 
80 long as they didn’t 
pinch me I didn't mind the rest. 
When 
breakfast was ready we all went into 
the farmhouse, and while we were sit 
ting at the table several m en -th ey 
were policemen in plain clothes—came 
In and arrested every one of us farm 
hands and ordered us to take off our 
shoes. 
When we had done so they 
chalked our initials on the sole of each 
shoe, and two of them went out. while 
the others remained to see that we 
stayed where we were. 
Now. I remembered that my shoes 
had not been easy on my feet, and 
when I took them off I saw that they 
were not mine. 
Evidently a substltn 
Hon had been made during the night 
I was seized with a terrible dread, for 
it seemed to me that this substitution 
and the arrest had some connection. 
Grimshaw's 
daughter, 
Eliza, 
who 
had from my going to work for her 
father shown an especial preference 
for me, was In the breakfast room. 
where we were held by the police, and 
I called her to me and asked her what 
It all meant. 
She told me that she 
didn't know unless we were held on 
suspicion of the murder of Farmer 
Benton, who was found dead in his 
l>ed shortly before our arrest and $300 
fhnt he had drawn from the bank, in 
tending to pay off a mortgage, gone. 
I told her a inuit the changing of my 
shoes for others, and she added that

"It’s Brown." 
Brown was the man whom I have 
mentioned as looking like a jailbird 
After Eliza's hitting on him I watched 
him closely m yself for a few minutes 
sind saw under a very quiet exterior n 
restless eye. Eliza saw fhnt I was very 
much broken up by this effort to dx 
a murder on me and said sym patheti­ 
cally, "Don't worry; it will come out 
all right." 
She had scarcely spoken the words 
when tile two policemen who had gone 
silt’ with the shoes en me back and right 
up to me. paying no attention fo the 
others. 
"A Job bas !W n put up on me." I 
mid. 
"Those shoes ure not mine." 
My remarks had no especial effect 
on them, so far as I could see. 
They I 
told me I was nuder arrent for the | 
murder of Ezra Benton and told the 
others they would Is* held us witnesses. 
As we were marched off I saw Eliza j 
making for the outhouse, where we j 
had slept. 
A faint hot** sprang up 1 
within me that she was going to look 
for some evidence to clear me. but this J 
I knew was not to be extorted. 
There was not much doing In th* 
courts, and my trial came on without! 
delay. 
Farmer Grlmshaw kindly em 
ployed a law yer to defend me. und ray 
advocate had a long talk with me In 
which he questioned me closely a Inuit 
the substitution of the slaws for mine 
for the only 
proof against me w ac 
that the shoes taken off my feet by th*11 
police fitted exactly In the tracks mad* 
to the soft earth—It had rained th* J 
flay twfore the murder—Iw tween th* 
outhouse 
and 
Farmer 
Benton's. 
A 
worn place in the sole of one *h»>e an i 
the heel of the other showed plainly hi 
the Indentation. Unless we could prov< 
that the shoes were not mine it would < 
go hard with me. and that would Im J 
a pretty hard matter to prove 
Tin 
shoes found on Brown were very much 
smaller than mine. 
When the case came to trial 
tin* 
{wilco, who had made the discovery j 
of the tracks and the shoes that had 
made them, and my lawyer were ah 
put to shame by a girl. 
Eliza Grim I 
shaw bad done a bit of detective work 
that saved me. 
While the trial was on Eliza gave bet 
secret to my defender, ami he at one* ( 
put her on the stand. 
Ile drew from 
her that she was familiar with tlx 
soil between 
the outhouse and 
tilt 
home of the murdered mon: that on 
the morning o f the arrest she had ex [ 
arnlned dirt left on the door of the J 
rooms in the outhouse. 
She had found 1 
a yellow clay recently turned up in 
Benton’s yard In Brown'* room a n d , 
before my door, but not in ray room j 
She had collected bits of this caked* 
flirt nod produced It. 
The result of this ans that Brown 
was charged with the murder. and in 
time I was acquitted nod he w as con J 
vlcted. 
I have thus far spent the re 
malnder of my life in the service of 
Eliza Grlmshaw.
